DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 - 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,41 1 ,692 (Scherer). 

With respect to claims 1 - 25, Scherer teaches a system and method to solve the 
same problem as applicants (note Col. 1 , lines 40 - 59). With respect to call routing, 
note Col. 2, lines 30 - 67 and Col. 5, lines 38 - 63 and Col. 6, lines 7 - 22. With 
respect to multiple destinations, note Col. 13, lines 24 - 29, Col. 17, lines 4-9, Col. 18, 
lines 28 - 32 and Col. 18, lines 49 - 59. Note the teaching of using a correlation code 
as the dialed number, see at least Col. 7, line 50 - Col. 8, line 1 7 and Col. 1 1 , Iine33 - 
Col. 13, line 23. With respect to a VPN, note Col. 7, lines 6 - 20. Note use of an 
Enhanced service provider (see element 86), IVR 32 and PSTN (see Figs, and Col. 8, 
lines 22 - 23). Note SCP at Col. 10, lines 20-47. With respect to what numbers 
represent area code, destination number and correlation number, note Col. 2, lines 30 - 
58, Col. 5, lines 38 - 52, Col. 7, lines 31 - 49, Col. 10, lines 48 - 65 and Col. 14, lines 
28 - 36.
